A REMARKABLE CASE. 


A strange story was told at the Old Bai 
London, yesterday, before the Common Ser won á 
when George Charles Charman (34), a ound ener, 
pleaded not guilty to a charge of conspirin 
with Emily Didman to pervert tie due course o

Feestetting counsel explained that the accused 
man was alleged to have conspired with the 
woman to manufacture false evidence by means 
of which it was intended. to enable his wife to 
obtain a divorce. The prisoner had been twice 
confined in Brixton Prison for non-compliance 
with a maintenance order. In 1920 the prisoner 
received a letter from his wife threatening that 
if he did not supply her with evidence of his 
having committed misconduct in order that she 
might secure a divorce she would proceed 
against him under the maintenance ander nd 
have him sent to prison again.

woman named Emily Didman, with whom he 
was acquainted, and persuaded her to accom- | 
pany him to a hotel in Waterloo road. There 
they engaged a bedroom and had tea. No mis- 
conduct took place, and after disturbing the bed- 
clothes to make it appear that the bed had been 
occupied they left the premises.

Emily Didman, a frail young woman, wearing

occupied a bedroom and tea was served, but no 
misconduct took place. She understood that. it 
was to prevent him from being sent back to 
prison. She did not understand that it was to 
provide evidence for the Divorce Court or she 
would not have.done it. : 

Giving evidence, the prisoner said that on 
being demobilised from the Army he found that 
he had no home to go to, hie wife being ip 
lodgings. It was entirely because of the wife's 
threats that he RI ú"a the girl to ager gv 
him to the hotel, though he had no idea at the

It was stated that the prisoner bore an excel- 
lent character in civil and Army life. 

Passing a sentence of four months’ in the 
second division, the Common Serjeant said that 
it was scandalous how that ivorce Court 
judges were ms ó deceived.

iISTRUCTION TO NORTHERN 
CIVIL SERVANTS. 


The Government of Northern Ireland has 
cireularised the public bodies, instructing them 
to call on all their officials to sign a aration 
of allegiance to the King and the Northern 
Government 

The circular reads :— 

am directed by the Minister of Home 
Affairs for Northern Ireland to draw your 
attention to Section 5 (2) of the Local Govern: 
ment Act (Northern Ireland), 1922, regarding 
the declaration of allegiance to be token by 
officers of local authorities (including com- 
mittees wholly or partly appointed by such 
local authorities) in Northern Ireland, and I 
am to request that you, without waiting for 
any further instruction, will forthwith call upon 
each officer of. your authority to sign a declara- 
tas of allegiance in the form prescribed by the 
ct. 


PROVISIONS OF THE’ ACT. 


Section 5 (2) of the Act provides as fol- 
lows :—** (2) Every officer holding an office of 
profit under or in the gift of a local authority 
or committee or joint-committee .wholly or 
partly appointed by that authority shall make 
and subscribe the said declaration of allegi- 
ance :'— 

(a) In the case of an officer holding office 
at the date of the passing of this Act, within 
one month after that date; or 

““(b) In the case of an officer appointed after 
the passing of this Act, within one month after 
his appointment. 

“ No officer appointed after the passing of 
this Act shall enter upon the duties of his 
office until he has made and subscribed the 
said declaration of allegiance, and if any officer 
fails to make and subscribe the declaration 
within the said month, his appointment shall be 
void and of nó effect.”

appointment not to be considered as entitled to 
a superannuation allowance. 

There were fifteen candidates for the position, 
and it was decided to hold the election by 
ballot. 

The following were left in after the first 
ballot :—James Fitzgerald (D. and T. Fitz- 

rald), 17; Matthew , Good, 11; Ernest W. 
‘roud (Cochrane and Co.), 10; Kenneth &. 
Reddin (Reddin and Reddin), 11; H. A. Porter 
Taylor (Taylor, Son, and Robinson), 13. 

On the second ballot, Mr. Proud, who received 
seven votes, fell out, and a vote was taken be- 
tween Messrs. Fitzgerald, Good, Reddin, and 
Taylor, and resulted as follows:—Fitzgerald, 15; 
Good, 11; Reddin, 6; Taylor, 12. 

The name of Mr. Reddin was dropped out, 
and a vote taken between the three remaining 
candidates resulted as follows:—Fitzgerald, 13; 
Good and Taylor, 10 votes each. A supplemen- 
tary vote was taken between Messrs. Good and 
Taylor, and resulted in Mr. Good getting 14 
votes to 9 for Mr. Taylor. A final vote was 
taken between Mesers, Fitzgerald and Good, 
when the former was elected by 15 votes to 8 
for Mr. Good.

CHANGES IN JUDICIARY. 


The Provisional Government met at 3 o'clock 
vesterday m Leinster House, Dublin. 
In answer to a question by Mr. McBride, as 
to when it was proposed that the Civil Govern- 
ment should proceed to function in the country 
districts of Treland, i 
Mr. O'Higgins, Minister for Home Affairs, 
said that the Civil Government would function 
as soon as possible, The position at the moment 
was that certain areas in the country were ripe 
for an extension and consolidation of Civil 
Government, and it was pro d at an early 
date to send out the Civic Guard to follow up 
the Army in those areas where the Army had 
restored conditions which would enable the Civic 
Guard to function. 
There had been some delay in sending out 
-the Civic Guard. Certain resignations had been 
tendered and accepted, and a new Chief Com- 
missioner had been appointed. He was satisfied 
that this force would become an efficient and 
self-respecting force, and would become useful 
servants.of the people. 
Following on the establishment of the Civic 
Guard, ey magistrates would be ap- 
pointed, he British stipendiary magistracy 
had been’ dissolved ‘because it was ised 
that there was no useful future for that body 
of men in the administration of the country. 
The stipendiary magistrates would be drawn 
from the two branches of the legal profession, 
and the jurisdiction’ for the moment, at any 
rate, would be hke that of their predecessors. 

It was proposed to sei up a Judicial Com- 
mittee to review the entire system of justice 
in the country with a view to reconstruction. 
When the magistrates were appointed re 
would be available through the country a sys- 
tem of summary jurisdiction which would hold 
good until the ledger scheme of reconstruction 
was introduced. 

He thought that it would be possible within 
e fortmght or three weeks to have a Civic 
Guard placed in very many areas in the coun- 
iry, where they would help in enforcing law 
and order. (Hear, hear.) 


VISITS TO PRISONERS. 


Mr. Gavan Duffy asked the Minister for Home’ 
Affairs whether, and under what conditions, 
political» prisoners were allowed to see their: 
solicitors, and,- if ndt, under what authority 
the Minister was acting; and whether’ he was 
aware that Dr. Bastable, of Glasgow, was 
arrested on the 8th inst., and imprisoned in 
Wellington Barracks, and what was the charge 
against him? 

Mr. O'Higgins said that the use of the words 
“political prisoners” was scarcely accurate. 
The prisoners might be more properly described 
as military prisoners. They were men who were 
in arms against the Government, and who had 
given active assistance to those who were in 
arms against the Parliament and the Govern- 
ment. Prisoners taken in the war zone must 
be regarded as military prisoners. The Govern- 
ment in not allowing visits to such prisoners 
were guided by their military experts. In one 
instance it was found that a solicitor visiting a 
prisoner handed him a band saw. He might as 
easily have handed him a bomb. 

The military authorities had released from 
eustody a number of prisoners who gave an 
undertaking not to teke up arms against the 
Government or Parliament, and not to inter- 
fere unlawfully with the property of their fellow- 
citizens. These undertakings had been broken. 
Prisoners who were found to ‘he innocent were 
released with the minimum of delay. It was 
felt that no particular hardship was entailed 
upon prisoners. With regard to the arrest 
of Dr. Bastable, he knew nothing about it, and 
was not in a position to say anything about it. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy asked if political prisoners, 
as the policy of the Government, were denied 
the right to see their legal advisers. 

Mr. O'Higgins replied that the policy of the 
Ministry had been sufficiently explained. 


POSTAGE. 


Answering Mr. Darrell Figgis, who inquired 
whether the ordinary letter postage was to be 
paid at the rate of 2d., or lid., as at present 
in force in England under the English Budget 
law, the Postmaster-General said that the three- 
halfpenny rate in England was not enforced 
under the Budget law. Postal rates were 
charged for services rendered. 

Alderman Corish (Wexford) asked the Minister 
for Education if he was aware that, contrary 
to the custom of previous years, successful 
candidates at the Easter scholarship éxamina- 
tions had not yet been called to training col- 
leges, and if, in view of the dissatisfaction 
prevailing, he could give an assurance that this 
matter would have immediate attention. 

Mr. Eoin MacNeill replied that the calling up 
of the teachers had been retarded by the con- 
ditions in the country since the 28th of June, 
but that now the college authorities are receiv- 
ing eligible students. ot 

Mr. Joseph MacBride asked the Minister of 
Defence whether, having regard to the fact 
that the claims for ‘malicious injuries ‘in’ Co. 
Mayo amounted to almost a quarter of a million 
pounds, and to the fact that a large proportion 
of these claims had arisen since the entry of 
the national troops into the county, it was pos- 
sible te extend such protection to life and pro- 
pery as would. ensure oo further addition to 
the claims in question. 

The Minister of Defence replied that every- 
thing possible was being done to prevent the 

es of life or damage to property in Mayo, and 
the resetting of forces in that area was in- 
tended more effectively to secure this. 

The same Minister, replying to a further 
question—whether he would be prepared to 
allow permits to farmers for shotguns to en- 
able them to protect their crops from the de- 
predations of wild birds and vermin—stated 
that the matter had been constantly before the 
minds of the military authorities, and the 
necessity for issuing permits at the earliest Eó 
sible moment was recognised. Machinery had 
heen completed to control the issue of permits 
to hold guns, and the present restrictions would 
he withdrawn at the earliest possible moment 
either generally or in particular areas.

CROWDS AT THE RINK. 


CENTRAL OFFICE OPENED. 


As far as the general public were converned, 
the postal situation yesterday showed but little 
change. Business concerns sent representatives 
to the Central Sorting Office at the Rink to 
collect correspondence, which had accomulated 
since. the strike was inaugurated on Sunday. 
The people formed up in a queue outside the 
Rink as early as 10.30 in the morning, and 
were admitted to the office in twos and threes. 
As far as could be seen by those who attended. 
the. staff was very limited. One member of 
the gucuc, speaking to an Irish Times repre- 
sentative at 4.50 p.m., said that he had been 
waiting his turn from shortly after noon. At 
that time there were nearly 100 people still 
awaiting admission to the Rink. 

Strike pickets marched up and down all the 
while, some carrying banners drawing atten- 
tion to the “ cost of living ” figures published 
by the Government. A large force of police 
was on duty in the vicinity. 

A number of ex-Service men attended at 
College Green Post Office for the purpose of 
drawing their allowances, but, owing to the 
depleted staff in attendance, they had to wait 
in queucs for a considerable time. 

Some public business was transacted’ai the 
Central Telegraph Office, in Amiens street. 
The front door was open, and the building was 
held by a strong military guard, while a big 
force of police was on duty in the atreet. 
When the poiice arrived the Inspector had a 
conversation with members of the picket, and 
drew a cordon across the street at each end 
ef the building. As a result the picket was 
divided in two, and crossed and recrossed the 
road, instead of pursuing its usual beat. 

If there was some delay in dealing with tele- 
grams, considerable promptness was shown in 
dealing with urgent telephone calls. As an 
example, mention may be made of the speed 
with which the St. Leger result was announced 
in the evening papers. | 

Asked as to whether any effort had been 
made to bring about a settlement, a member 
of the Postal Union Executive told an /rish 
Times representative that no overtures had 
been made to them There might have been 
something done privately, but they had no 
knowledge of ‘anything of the kir* 

Regarding this matter, a Post Office repre- 
sentative declared that a settlement could only 
be ‘eae by the strikers going back to their 
posts. 

At: the office of the Postal Union yesterday it 
was stated by Mr. Normile that the Union had 
scored its first victory by persisting in peaceful 
picketing, despite the Government ban. In- 
formation had reached the unions, he said, that 
one of the leading legal anthorities 
in the country had advised the Go- 
vernment that their postion as regarded 
peaceful picketing was untenable. Messages 
from country offices indicated, he added, that 
the stopnage -was complete in all departments 
of.the Post Office. A message from Cork 
stated—“ Everybody out and apirit splendid.” 
The Union's offer to the Postmaster-General of 
staffs for the payment of old age and other 
pensions had not, 1t was stated, so far heen 
replied to. The same was the case in regard 
to humanitarian services. Counter-work in 
town sub-offices had not, it was stated, teen 
interfered with, but, inasmuch as the postal 
service was not operating, the purchase of 
stamps and posting of letters might. be re- 
arded as simply a-waste of time. lt was 
denied that there had been any addition to 
the staff at the Rink or at the Telegraph or 
Telephone Offices. In the Rink a Union official 
stated that twelve men were endeavouring to 
deal with the work of 740 men, répresenting 650 
regular men and 90 supervisors. Cross-Channel 
letters, this Union official stated, were simply 
conveyed to Kingstown, where they remained. 


EMPLOYE’S ADVANTAGES, 


A Government official, discussing the position 
with an Irish Times representative yesterday, 
stated that in the United States postal employ¢s 
of corresponding grades with those on strike in 
Ireland get only fifteen days’ leave per annum, 
including one Sunday. In this country after 
five years’ service they obtain twenty-one days’ 
leave, excluding Sundays. In the United 
States also, it was stated, postal officials are 
only aliowed ten days’ sick leave in one year, 
or thirty days in three years. In Ireland, on 
the contrary, an established officer can get one 
year in four sick leave or six months in twelve. 
In America they work 48 hours a week, exclu- 
sive of lunch hour, while in Ireland they work 
a week of 45 hours net. 

In going on strike, said this representative of 
the Government, the postal officials claimed the 
rights of ordinary industrial workers without 
their disadvantages. Amongst these one of the 
first was with regard io permanent employ- 
ment. The ordinary industria] worker had ite 
demand a wage that would ensure him against 
sickness and unemployment. 

Postal workers, on: the other hand, had the 
advantage of free medical attendance, perma- 
nent employment, and pensions. 

On. this point, Mr. Booth, the Post Office 
witness, speaking at the recent Postal Com- 
mission, said, with regard to the comparisons 
which had been made between the outdoor 
class of posta: workers and those in outsirle 
employment—trades,' etc.—there was no com- 
parison between the duties of postmen, which 
were simple and required little training, and 
those of a skilled artisan. Secondly, that any 
comparison which might be made between Post 
Office employés and those in outside’ trades 
cannot reasonably be made on the basis of 
weokly pay. The Post Office employé in his 
continuity of employment, his annual leave, his 
sick leave and his free medical attendance, 
hie right to a pension, etc., is in a position 
which is much superior to that of the rtisan 
or general worker. The latter is ordinarily 
without fixity of tenure, his employment is 
largely dependent upon the fluctuations of 
trade; his income, to be properly appraised, 
must be judged by his annual, not his weekly, 
earnings; his annual leave, when given, is less 
than that of the Posh Office worker, and in rare 
eases will the outside worker be found to have 
the valuable sick leave and free medical at- 
tendance privileges possessed by the Post Office 
worker.

LIVING WAGE ARGUMENT. 


The Post Office authorities have issued the 
following :-— - 

It has come to the notice of the Postal 
authorities that sevéral officials at present on 
strike were unaware of the Government's offer 
“to spread the benus reduction in instalments 
over a period of three months, the precise 
amounts of the instalments to be settled hy 
negotiation; ” or of the definite offer “ to carry 
out one’ half cf the total reduction now, and 
one half on the Ist December.” It is impor- 
tant that these offers, which were rejected by 
the Unions without taking a ballot of the 
staffs, should be thoroughly understood, as one 
of. the principal objections urged to the ‘cut; 
as at first oh sane was that it was too drastic. 
Under the offers the amount of the immediate 
cut could have been fixed ‘by agreement.’ ' 

It is frequently urged in the Press that the 
wages and bonus remaining after the operation

THE GOVERNMENT'S VIEW. 

Interviewed yesterday, and asked: why the 
Post Office had not replied to the offer of the 
Postal Union to supply sufficient staff to main- 
tain essential services, Mr. P. S O’ Hegarty, 
Secretary to the Post Office, said that the 
Government had decided that it could not recog- 
nise the right of civil servants to strike, and 
that the Post Office, therefore, could not hold 
any communication with those who had 
organised and carried out the strike. He said 
that, despite the positive assertions made by 
the Unions to the contrary, the Post Office was 
maintaining a service, and hoped to extend jt. 
For instance, said he, we are re-opening College 
Green Post Office to-day for the payment ot 
pensions. 

He pointed out that the postal officials had 
not alone acted im defiance of the rí gulations of 
the civil service regarding strikes, but many 
of them had resorted to intimidation and threats 
of violence to prevent any other person per- 
forming the essential. national work which they 
themselves refuse to perform. Their pickets in 
gome cases have intimidated men who were 
coming on duty, in other cases have intimidated 
transport workers who were carryirg mails, and 
in other cases have actually interfered to pre- 
vent by main force the tansport of mails. That 
is to say, their claim is that because the 
happen to be engaged in an essential © ational 
service, they are entitled to held up the whole 
community unless it grants their demand for 
bigher wages than the work warrants. 

Asked with regard to the alleged breach of 
the Post Office of a promise, said to have 
been given, that there would be no reduction 
of wages until the fina! report of the Com- 
Mission, he said that no such promise was ever 
made. He pointed ont that a reduction in 
wages waé actually mate im March last, the 
ordiniry reduction in the bonus consequent on 
the reduced cost of living, and that these re- 
duced wages were paid until the Postal Com- 
mission's recommendations, whic practically 
restored the bonus to its ante-March figure, 
were adopted by the Government. with back- 
pay as from the lst March. and he added thet 
when they were adopted the Untons were 
specifically informed that the increases were 
~ temporary and provisional and will operate 
only until the official cost of iiving figure has 
been produced by the Government.” 

“ This,’’ he added, *‘ seems to me to place the 
point beyond dispute. The letter in which this 
stipulation was made was never quessemned by 
the .Unions, and anyone who examines the Re- 
ih of the Commission will see that the con- 

ition laid down by the Government- ateords 
with the condition on which the Commission 
recommended the temporary increases.”’

‘VAGES COMPARISONS. 


The attention of the Government has heen 
called to a leaflet which i being distributed by 
the strikers setting out prices of certain com- 
modities. 

The suggestion made in the leaflet that the 
Government regards these figures as reprasent.- 
tive for the City of Dublin is false. The figures 
which it may be observed constitute only a 
small proportion of the figures oa whieh the 
cost of living figure is based—have been taken 
from the ro of the Cost of Litihg Coni- 
mittee, and are given there as represeating 
the average prices for the whole country 

When it was decided to give a bonus to the 
Civil Service to meet the incr@ase in the cost 
of living caused by the European War, it was 
clearly laid down, and accepted in an agreement 
with the staffs. that bonus vould be based 
uron the imecrease in cost of living for wace- 
earning classes, and that this increas* should be 
ascertained for the country as a whole 

Increase after increase of bonus was given 
to the Civil Service on this basis until Septem- 
ber, 1921, when a large fall in bonus took place 
This fal] waa accepted without demur, ind with- 
out even the threat of a «trike, and it 
be emp/asised that it was based upon a figure 
prepared by the British Board of Trade, which 
en “wenie the average cost of living for the 
whole of Great Britain and Ireland 

When the next vision was due to take place, 
on the let March, 1922, the Unions objected on 
the ground that the figure was British, and 
not Irish. The Irish Government has now 
ascertamed the Irish figure, and has directed 
payment of bonus on the basis of that figure. 
The Irish figure is higher than the British 
hgure, and the bonus paid by the Irish Govern- 
ment ia accordingly higher than the bonus paid 
by the British Government in Great Britain and 
the eix North-Eastern counties.

The above wages are for a working week of 
48 hours. Overtime at rates ranging from 
rate and a quarter to double the ordinary rate 
is payable for hours worked in excess of 48. 

The Irish wages shown above are, in thie 
opinion of the Government, reasonable and 
adequate, and give due weight to Irish cost of 
living, and it is noteworthy that the wages 
peid by the Irish Government are higher than 
the wages paid to corresponding classes in 
Great Britain and the six North-Eastern 
counties, despite the fact that the Irish Post 
Office is run at a loss, while the British Post 
Office is run at a substantia! profit. 

Tt will also be noted that while the bonus is 
payable on an average cost of living figure for 
the whole country, the higher cost of living in 
Dublin is reflected in the higher basic wage 
payable there.

Their. promised sup- 
port of the Government in this dispute implies 
that they do. Do they think it is a good head- 
line to set for honest dealing between a Jarge 
employer and his workers ? Are they prepared 
to stand by the figures “ produced ' by the Go- 
vernment, and as the men engaged in commer- 
cial life will they inform us where food and 
rent can be had at the prices quoted ? 

All the rious platitudes about the attitude 
of Labour @ill not solve the economic difficul- 
ties of the worker who is forced to accept a 
reduced wage while the cost of living shows an 
upward tendency. The Chamber may ambition 
a reputation as a school of philosophy, but its 
interests are too one-sided to admit of its com- 
manding the confidence of classes other than 
those for which it caters. a. Soe men- 
tioned yatriotism—that much-abu word. The 
members of the Government thought it was 
patriotic for the Post Office staff to go on strike 
on behalf of the Mountjoy hunger-strikers and 
on the occasion of the Mountjoy executions, 
while the Chamber of Commerce then called us 
unpatriotic. Now when we withdraw our labour 
for ourselves and families both parties call us 
unpatriotic. . But patriotism, like certain other 
things, can be tested. Might we reepectfully 
suggest that, while in a patriotic mood, 
the Chamber might attack the 
and, having reduced the price of food and dis- 
covered a cost of living figure which bore some 
resemblance to the actual price of com- 
modities, he may have less trouble in his en- 
deavour to make a case against the worker. 

Again, the Chamber might inform us whether 
it subseribes to the policy of the Postmaster- 
General when he proposes to reduce wages for

Before giving its anewer, we think it 
would do well to study the undermentioned 
table in which we set out the Government's 
prices and the actual prices of certain items of 
expenditure, the former being the figures on 
which the Government's cost of living report 
is based :—

On these figures the Government have reduced 
the wages of the Post Office staffs and shelved 
the findings of their own Commission. 

The Joint Executives of the Postal Unions on 
strike state that they have offered to the 
Postmaster-General to provide staffs for the 
payment of old age pensions and for the trans- 
mission of doctors’, hospitals’, and Fire Bri- 
gade messages. The Postmaster-General has 
not even acknowledged our offer. Postal 
workers, they say, have no responsibility for 
any suffering that may ensue from the Post- 
master-General’s attitude. 


POSITION OF CONTROLLING 


OFFICERS. 


The Post Office controlling officers are 
recruited from the classes of sorting clerks, 
telegraphists, and postmen, and the work which 
they perform is an extension of the work which 
the rank and file perform, and not different 
in character. 

The demarcation which, in normal times, 
exists between their work and the work of 
the rank and file is solely for the purpose of 
the efficient carrying on of the public service, 
and does not give them any right to say that 
they will or will not perform certain work. 

In an abnormal time like the present all 
euch lines of demarcation are inoperative, and 
the Post Office expects that every Post Office 
servant will perform whatever work he is 
directed to perform. The authority as to what 
a controlling officer's work is is not the con- 
trolling officers’ union, but the Postmaster- 
General, and the Postmaster-General’s action, 
in recognising that the ordinary line of de- 
marcation between controlling officers and rank 
and file must be modified as the public service 
set ay is not alone legitimate, but is the 
only way in which he can act. 

As a matter of fact, in times of extreme 
pressure it is & common practice of controlling 
officers to help in the ordinary work.

THE POSTAL STRIKE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sig,— By the courtesy of a friend I have been 
enabled to forward the following telegram to 
the Postmaster-General in Dublin to-day at the 
request of many citizen@:.— 

“ Strike causes great inconvenience and in- 
ealculable loss to commercial community and 
other citizens here and in country, Allow me 
to urge strongly that you postpone enforcement 
of your wages uction for, say, three months 
without prejudice, bearing in mind existing local 
conditions.” . 

It seems to me to be incomprehensible why 
the Provisional Government permitted the pre- 
sent stoppage of all pgetal, telegraph, and tele- 
phonic communicatiow#® at this time of great 
trouble and difficulty in the commercia] and 
social life of Ireland. I am not thoroughl 
conversant with the details of the dispute wi 
the civil servants, but I am sure that it will be 
conceded all around that the time is most in- 
mt lg to inflict any further trials or diffi- 
culties on the people. The postponement for, 
say, three months would give time, very likely, 
for an early and satisfactory settlement of the 
points at issue. If the matter were the other 
way about, and the Post Office officials sought 
and insisted on an advance of wa under 
present critical conditions, public gon his 
would assuredly be loud etrong. 

What a pity that the new Irish Parliament 
on Saturday should have repeated the error, 
made before, of selecting a political Cebinet all 
of one party. I believe, and hrve more than 
onee expressed an opinion, that, owing to the 
peculiar circumstances of our poor country »t 
present, the Cabinet should be -omposed of 
representatives of all interests. Commerce, 
Capital, and Labour should each have some 
representation. The experience of trained 
minds, of those accustomed to dealing with large 
public and business problems, would be invalu- 
able, and would seem to be a necessity for our 
country in the present day. To Capital and

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GERMAN. DEBTS. 


BRITISH BANKER’S 
VIEW, 


---- > 


The effects of the war.on credit, currency 
and finance generally were discussed by 
the economists of the British Association 
‘yesterday. 

An important report was presented by a Com- 
mittee, presided over by Professor W. R. Scott 
and including well known bankers. It declared 
that no unbiassed observer imagined that the 
enormous sums im d by the Peace Treaty 
could ever be paid by Germany. Up to the 
present, it was added, it was uncertain if the 
actual money payments made exceeded the cost 
of the Armies of Oceupation. From this view, 
Sir Drummond Fraser, the banker, dissented. 
He held that Germany could pay if a genuine 
business proposition was placed before her, 
drafted by business men and not politicians. 

Discussing the National Debt, the report said 
that the funds required to reduce the floating 
and foreign debt must come either from new 
savings or from the Budget. In view of the 
present period of depression, it seemed necessary 
to restrict this year’s contribution, but had 
there been adequate Government economy there 
would have been a surplus for a respectable 
reduction of debt. A general arrangement for 
reducing military budgets to a “ police level ”’ 
was the chief need of Europe. 

The Committee thought that the policy of the 
Bank of France in aiming at the restoration of 
the franc to its gold parmpy was “ unwise and 
impossible.” A great | depended on the 

licy of the United States of America Federal 
bui Board, but it might be that before 
long the level of gold prices would rise to a 
greater extent than the rise in sterling prices, 
and so suffice to bring the £ back to its old 
gold parity, but. the date of the dollar exchange 
reaching par was something to gamble in, not 
something on which to express a reasoned 
opinion. 


ARMAMENTS AND BUDGETS. 


As to the disarmament question, the Com- 
mittee remarked that excessive and competitive 
armaments caused more political jnsecurity than 
they cured, and also made it impossible to 
balance budgets and"stabilise currencies with- 
out public credit. A general arrangement for 
reducing military steer, to a police level was, 
perhaps, the chief need of Europe, but the Com- 
mittee were not sure whether armies should be 
proportioned to ee. or army costs to 
tax revenues. The consequences of making a 
fetish of nationality at the Peace Conference 
had resulted in a good deal of political insta- 
bility, and in several cases forces largely in 
excess of the necessary minimum were main- 
tained. 

Reduction should not be proportionate in the 
sense of a reduction of present forces by an 
equal proportion, for that would put a premium 
on the action of those countries who had been 
most extravagant. They would only lose men 
that they could not maigtain, whereas another 
country, with its forces ‘already brought to a 
minimum, might be driven below the margin of 
safety. Probably several countries would be 
driven by financial exigencies to apply the prun- 
ing knife, and that was a possible argument 
against an immediate cancellation of war debts 
and obligations. 


AMBUSHES IN DUBLIN, 


SEVEN CASUALTIES. 

At ten minutes to six o'clock yesterday even- 
ing, national troops proceeding in three lorries 
along St. Stephen s Green West, towards Har- 
court street, were attacked when passing the 
Turkish baths, two or three bombs, it is stated, 
having been hurled at the lorries, and revolver 
fire opened on the soldiers by a band cf men 
inside St. Stephen a Green park. The soldiers 
returned the fire, and, pursuing their -ssailants 
through the park, arrested several of them. 

In the course of the firing two men and a 
woman were injured. The injured are :— 
Michael Curtis, Mé 22 years, of 3 tembroke 
lace, Lower Pembroke street, clerk, slight 
ullet wound on the back of the neck. 
Patrick Monks, aged 55 years, of 1 Malpas 
terrace, New street, moulder, injuries to the 
hips and lower part of spine caused by bomb 
EA Sior 
Mary O'Brien, aged 20 years, of 10 Morehamp- 
ton road, bullet wound on left arm. 
The attack apparently was of a very deter- 
mined nature, and it would seem that between 
15 and 20 men, armed with revolvers, waited 
behind the railings of the park for the 
approach of the lorries as they emerged from 
Grafton street. Grafton street was thronged, 
and the fierce outburst of firing, mingled with 
the heavy detonations, Bn. the greatest 
alarm. People fled for shelter into the nearest 
side streets and shops, and for about fifteen 
minutes no one would venture into the west 
side of St Stephen's Green. 
A man who was passing along St. Stephen's 
Green as the lorries went by stated that the 
first bomb was thrown by a young fellow who 
was standing near the Turkish baths, and then 
there was an outburst of revolver and rifle fire. 
He saw men carrying revolvers in the park, 
and he and others who were on the street ran 
for shelter. 
It is stated that the troops were also fired 
on from the roofs of houses in the locality by 
snipers, who appeared to be numerous and who 
kept shooting for several minutes. ‘The firing 
could be heard distinctly in Westmoreland 
street. 
Another account is to the effect that two 
bombs were thrown at the lorries near the 
College of Surgeons, and that a third bomb was 
thrown from inside the railings of St. Stephen's 
Green. The lorzies were brought to a stand- 
still, the soldiers dismounted and returned the 
fire of the attackers, fifteen or twenty of whom 
were firing from park.

An inquest was held at the Adelaide Hospital, 
Dublin, yesterday evening by Dr. Louis A. 
Byrne, City Coroner, on the body of Sean 
McEvoy (21), of 2 Ashbrooke terrace, Leeson 
Park, a |medical st ; who was brought to 
the instifution on Tuesday evening shortly after 
5 p.m. suffering from a gunshot wound and died 
about 20 minutes later. 

Mr. Valentine E. Kirwan appeared for Mr. W. 
J. McEvoy, father of the deceased youth. 

Mr. Michael Comyn, K.C., a Mr. Black 
(instructed by Mr. Oh-Uadhaigh, of Little, 
pore, and Wood) appeared for the Republican 

arty. 

Mr. Michael Corrigan, Chief State Solicitor, 
was in attendance. 

Miss Cathleen McEvoy, sister of the deceased 
man, gave evidence of identification. 

A man named James hegan, of 53 Peter 
street, stated that at about 5 p.m. on Tuesday 
he heard a number of shote, and on looking 
towards Bride street he saw a number of Free 
State troops running in his direction. The 
troops called on men to halt; they did not do 60, 
and shote were fired. The men then halted and 
were searched by the Free State troops, who 
took a revolver from one of them. The 
then took the men towards Bride street, and 
some confusion happened down there. fire or 
ten minutes later the witness again saw two 
men running towards him from Bride street, 
and the troops were firing and shouting to them 
to halt. One of the men fell on the footpath, 
and the witness went to his assistance, but was 
in at the point of the revolver “to drop 

im.” 

In reply to a juror, the witness said that it 
was from the deceased man that the soldiers 
took the revolver on searching him. 

Dr. Bewley, house surgeon at the hospital, 
stated that when carried into the hospital 
McEvoy was in a dying condition and expired 
20 minutes later, 

To Mr. Comyn, K.C.—The entrance wound 
of the fatal shot was in the back. 

Albert Edward Beakhurst, 53 Aungier street, 
stated that, hearing shots when in hig house on 
Tuesday evening, he rushed out and saw Free 
State soldiers in the street. He saw two men 
come out of a hallway and open fire on the 
troops. The men then ran up towards Aungier 
street, and ‘shots were fired at them, and the 
deceased man suddenly fell. Another man, who 
was employed at Jacob’s, was also wounded. 

To Mr. Comyn—There was further shooting 
after McEvoy fell, and in this shooting the 
second man was wounded. 

Mrs. Anne Kavanagh, examined by Mr. 
Comyn, K.C., stated that she was in Bishop 
street when she saw Free State troops with two 
prisoners. The troops were treating the 
prisoners very cruelly—they beat them "with 
the butts oftheir rifles while the prisoners had 
their hands up. She thought that after beatin 
them the deceased man was,let away, and tha 
after he got away the troops fired on him. 

To Mr. Corrigan—When she first saw them 
the deceased man and another man were run- 
ning, and the troops were also running. She 
heard no shout of “ Halt,” and there was no 
halt whatever. i 

Dr. Bewley, recalled by Mr. Kirwan, stated 
that he only noticed an abrasion on the body 
when making an autopsy that day. There were 
other marks of bruises, one on the right buttock 
and one on the left side. They were not bruises; 
they were like a bit of skin scraped off by the 
fall. 

Mr. Kirwan, addreseing the jury, said that, 
while the father of the deceased boy was 

reatly grieved by, his death, he had instructed 

im (Mr. Kirwan) to state with reference to the 
Army that he realised the difficulties they had 
to contend with at the present time. He wished 
to make it clearly understood that he blamed 
the Army in no way for the death of his boy— 
he felt that the soldiers concerned were only 
acting in the discharge of their duty. The 
father wished also to thank the hospital 
authorities for what they had done on his boy's 
beh 


alf. 

Mr. Comyn, K.C., said that he had come there 
without any special information as to the cir- 
cumstances Bes won which the deceased man met 
his death; but Mrs. Kavanagh had come for- 
ward, impelled by a sense duty which they 
hoped would be an example to all members of 
the community. i 

The jury, after a brief consultation, found 
that the deceased man died from shock end 
hemorrhage caused by a bullet fired by a Free 
State soldier in the discharge of his duty.

Sirn,—As « comment on “ Watcher’s”’ letter 
directing attention to the artificially high prices 
ruling in Dublin, may I point out that many 
Irish manufacturers are particularly herd hit by 
the tendency which prevails of seeking higher 
profits on Irish products than are expected in 
the case of imported ? = Last week we 
had a complaint from an important Irish manu- 
facturing _ that their goods are being sold 
in Dublin at 120 per cent. over the price which 
they receive for them, with the Inevitable 
result that competing imported goods, 
retailed at a profit of 334 per cent. or 

r cent. over prime cost, are naturally 
urchased by the consumer instead. This is 

y no means an isolated instance. 

It is difficult to understand why Irish goods 
should be discriminated against in this way; 
but any general inguiry into the question of 
high prices should include a particular quest 
as to the reasons why Irish goods, in at least 
many instances, are sola at a higher rate of 
rofit than imported s of the same class. 
fn justice to the producer and the consumer 
such a line of inquiry is very desirable.—

STATEMENT OF POLICY WANTED 


Mr. Sean Milroy said that he would move 
that the House adjourn until 3 o'clock on 
Thursday, as he wished to deal with a matter 
of immediate importance in relation to the 
question of Ulster.

—he might almost say perilously affected—by 
recent legislation in the Northern Parliament. 
He supposed that everyone there knew that 
the Northern Parliament had quite recently 
passed through all its stages a bill for the 
abolition of proportiona] representation in re- 
gard to local government affairs in the six 
counties. He had seen, with some d of 
alarm, in that morning's Press that the British 
Monarch had given his assent to that Act. 


CAUSE OF ALARM. 


If that were true, it was an immediate and 
grave cause of alarm, not only to the ition 
in Tyrone, but to the whole general position of 
the siz counties in respect to the situation 
which would arise when the Boundary Com- 
mission, which had been provided for in the 
Treaty, began to operate. The provisions of 
the Treaty in regard to Ulster were not such 
as would stabilise the present separation of the 
six counties from the rest of Ireland, but were 
such, if equitably administered, as would in a 
comparatively brief period bring about a re- 
newal of good relations between the two areas 
of the country. 

But this latest development was one which 
they could not help regarding as giving grounds 
for apprehension whether it might rot 
have some seriously adverse effect on the 
operation of those provisions, and produce 
effects vitally and substantially different to what 
was expected when these visions of the 
Treaty were first put forward.

PROTEST AGAINST EXTRAVAGANCE. - 
At a meeting of the Armagh Rural Counci!

county schemes was limited at present. He 
also asserted that most of the meetings of the 
County Council were held behind closed doors, 
and that the public knew nothing of the pro- 
ceedings.

CO. CORK LIVELINESS. 


SEARCHES, AMBUSHES, AND 
ATTACKS. 


National troops have made extensive searches 
in Cork and district, and have seized several 
ammunition dépéts belonging to the irregulars. 
In an untenanted house in Blarney street, Cork 
six rifles, several revolvers, detonators, bombs 
and fuses were discovered, and in George's 
street a trunk full of bombs wae found. 

In a search of the Blarney-Donoughmore- 
Coachford areas the troops dug up 15 land 
mines, found ten loaded machine gun drums, 
and some hand and rifle grenades. St were 
found hidden in a graveyard. 

Though the national troops met with no op- 
position in their operations, they learned that 
a small party of the irregulars had become 
detached from the main body, and were hiding 
in a wood between Blarney and Donoughmore. 
The soldiers surrouniled the position and opened 
fire, and in the exchange of shots the irregulars 
are reported to have suffered severe casualties, 
but there were no casualties on the national! 
side. 

Early on Sunday mornin an éxplosiog 
startled the City of Cork and district®’ The 
cause was the blowing up of the swivel road 
bridge ovér the Glanmire River at Dunkettle. 
The concussion shook the houses in Cork: while 
in Blackrock concrete flooring was cracked. The 
destruction of this bridge blocks the main road 
from Cork to Queenstown and Youghal, but a 
three miles’ detour can be made through Glan- 
mire Valley. i
